nTJRLINGTON, Vt-i March 24.—With 


lealousy as the motlvo and with a, re- 
volver R3 tho means, Rcubert Trice, fl 
private In the cavalry at Fort Btlian 
lllcn, lodsiy killed his former sivect- 
icarl, Usthcr Wood, probably fntnlh 
vounded 
Mrs. An/ia Chandler, 
with 


whom the girl lodged, frightened an- 
ther woman so,badly that sho JumpcO 


from nn upper story window, and then 
turned the revolver against 
himself 


with deadly effect. All tho women wcro 
colored. 


Trice, who was a native of Rich 


morid, Vi\,, had kept company with the. 
Wood girl until a few weeks ago, when 
ehc shifted her affections 
to 
another 


man. This forenoon Trice called nt the 
Chandler houso. 
Miss Wood opened 


the door and the couple went upstairs. 
Within a few minutes the girl came 
running into, the room of Mrs. Chan- 
dler, greatly frightened, 
and 
crying 
that Trice hid threatened'to shoot her. 


Trice followed the girl Into tho room 


with a revolver In his hand. The girl 
tried to hide lichlrid 
Mrs. 
Chandler. 


Trtcc fired and the bullet struck tho 
older woman In Hie stomach. As soon 
ns ."he liad fallen Trice emptied his re- 
volver at Miss Wood; killing her In- 
stantly. Miss .Mario Johnson, a lodger, 
heard the. cries and 
tho shots and 


rushed Into the room." Finding -TVlco 
with tha revolver In his hand slio dirt 
not stop to Investigate 
but 
Jumped 


through a window, sustaining severe 
bnilsos. 


Trtcn was reloading the revolver as 


eho rushed to Ihe window and a lewj 


minutes later another shot was heard.

I30STON, March 24.—Mayor Fltz- 
rald "was before the committee 
on 


cities yesterday morning on two bills, 
the first to give to the excise board 
o£ Boston tho right to sell such llccna- 
cs as have not-been ir>sucd at auction 
lo the highest bidder. 


Mayor 'Fitzgerald said: 
"BocnuEO o( the passage of the bar 


and bottle bill of last year, I discussed 
with the excise board some months 
ago the question of revenue of the city 
of ISoston. I learned-from tho city au- 
ditor that our revenues would bo de- 
pleted from ?200,000 to 5250,000 a year' 
by the passage of the bar and bottle 
bill. The excise board 
raised 
tho 


prices of some licenses, so that 
we 


may get from $60,000 to JTO.OOO addi- 
tional revenue from that. 


"I found that there would be some 


16 licenses after tho others had been 
granted (hat wouldn't be 
Issued It 


lias never boon the policy of the cx- 
clso board to grant tlie whole number 
oC licenses which Boston Is allowed 
lo issue on the basis of one to each 
£00 of population. Theso unissued li- 
censes would sell from $7600 to ?13.000 
nyilcce am! \vc can't tell what tho situ- 
ation will be when the bar and boltle

Charles D. Norton, g-ho has Just given 
Up tho office. ' lie will go Into tho 
banking business as vlco president of 
the big and important First National 
bank of New York city. Now conies 
on the scene Charles D. Hlllcr, taking 
a (lying leap from tho big treasury 
building, where ho has been assistant 
secretory, over tho Intervening White 
House Into tho executive building to 
assume the onerous duties of secretary 
to tho president.

A full sized 
man can convert it Into an office rival- 
Ing In dignity and Importance that of a 
cabinet officer. 
A smaller man may 


briny It down to the level of an ordi- 
nary secretaryship—that Is, not quite, 
jut almost, for there Is enough of In- 
lerent worth about the Job to make 
t big regardless of the personality of 
ts holder. 


Be It sold to tha credit of the Judg- 


nent of men possessed by the presi- 
dents of the United states, most of 
the secretaries of the presidents In re- 
cent years have licen above the ordi- 
nary. 
There was John Hay, for In- 


stance, considered In later years by 
some persons tho ablest secretary of 
stnte tha United States ever had. Ho 


waa one of the secretaries to Presi- 
dent Lincoln. In tho first administra- 
tion of President Roosevelt he was tho 
heir to tho presidency Itself In default 
ol a vice president and In vlrtuo of 
his office as head of the cabinet. Mr. 
Roosevelt's first secretary, George B. 
CortelyoUj sizes up well with thj other 
holders of the position. 
He left' the 


office of secretary to tha president to 
become the first head of the new de- 
partment of commerce and labor and 
then became In turn postmaster gen- 
eral, secretary of the treasury and 
president of the biggest gas company 
In the city of New York. Mr. Cortel- 
you received "honorable mention" In 
190S as a possible candidate for the 
presidency. 
His successor, William 


Loeb. Jr., \vho served as buffer.for 
President 
Iloosevclt—and as "goat" 


also many, many times It the current 
reports are worthy nf belief—Is now 
the energetic (too energetic, some folks 
Ihlnk) collector of the customs at tho 
port of New York. Going back to the 
days, almost thirty years t.go, of Cleve- 
land's first administration, we find 


Daniel 8, Lamont filling tho pent of 
secretary to the president. Tho holder 
of tho office was then entitled' "private 
secretary to tho president." Congress 
lator lopped 
off 
the "private" and 


raised tho salary. There Is no longer 
anything private about tho Job, and 
it's worth more than It used to bo, 
From President'! Secretary to Secre- 


tary of War. 


Dan Lamont, as hs waa familiarly- 


called, was also one of the big men on 
the Job. He acted as the president's 
secretary throughout the first term of 
Mr. Cleveland. From 1SS9 to 1903 he 
engaged'In business In Now York city, 
and when his former chief resumed 
office In 1903 ho summoned Lamont to 
Washington again to take tho port- 
folio of secretary of war. In 1897 La- 
mont returned again to New York to 
become vice president of the. Northern 
Pacific railroad. Ho died In 1905. 


President Benjamin Harrison's sec- 


retary was Elijah Vtr. Halford, now 
colonel, "United States nrmy, retired. 
He held the office from 1885 to 1893, be- 


coming ft paymaster In tha army, with 
tho rank of major, In the latter year. 
Ho was retired In 1507. 


Tbore has been much talk of late of 


Investing the holder of tho office of 
secretary of tho president with the ad' 
dltlonal powers and duties and mnk- 
lng him aieort of assistant president 
of the-United States, with ,the salary 
of $10,000 R year. It may be said that 
In tho opinion of most Washington ob- 
servers tho . suggestion Is foolish (not 
In regard to tho salary, since at Its 
lowest ebb the Job Is a big. one and 
worth good pay, but In regard to the 
assistant president" Idert).

a hotel for supper.
